tharall ctdres cinCts and quarters where they, dwell, fhall have a vigilant eye over their 
to Reade, brethren and neighbours, to ſee, Firſt that none of them ſhall ſuffer ſs 
much Barbariſm in any of their families, as not to endeavour to teach, by 
themſelves organs; Children and Apprentices, ſo-much, learning, as 
may enable them perfectly to read the Engliſh. tongue, and knowledge/of 
the Capital Lawes : upon penalty of twenty ſhillings for cach neglect therin. 
Alſo that all Maſters of families, do once a week (at the leaſt.) Cate- 
chiſe their children and ſervants in the Grounds and Principles of Religion,
